Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gardner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  Burton  Latimer  Urban  District  in  respect  of  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1959. 

I assumed  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  In  September, 
1959  to  succeed  Dr.  James  Carroll,  who  had  held  the  post  for  the  previous  four 
years. 


The  Report  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  l/60  dated  8th  January,  i960.  Annual  Reports  are  frequently  condemned 
os  being  a dull  repetition  of  statistics  year  after  year.  A great  deal  of  thought 
and  time  goes  into  their  preparation,  however,  and  I hope  that  members  will  find 
that  this  further  chapter  in  the  history  of  their  town,  which  they  have  helped  to 
fashion,  is  of  interest,  and  not  merely  a meaningless  mass  of  figures. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1959  was  4,360  on  increase  of  20 
over  the  previous  year  and  of  248  since  the  1951  census  figure  of  4,112.  The 
1851  census  figure  was  1,007. 

There  were  66  live  births  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a crude  birth 
rate  of  15.14  per  1,000  population,  and  40  deaths  giving  an  uncorrected  death  rate 
of  9.17  per  1,000  population.  These  rotes  ore  close  to  those  for  1958.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  record  that  there  were  no  still  births,  infant  deaths  or  deaths 
from  maternal  causes.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  continue  as 
the  most  common  cause  of  death,  and  in  this  group  coronary  thrombosis  was  the  chief 
culprit . 


Sections  C,  D and  E hove  been  submitted  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 
Since  the  end  of  the  war,  the  Council  has  built  293  houses  and  bungalows;  16 
bungalows  have  been  provided  for  old  people.  The  layout  of  these  is  excellent, 
and  I have  not  seen  any  better.  It  Is  creditable  that  a further  22  are  planned 
for  i960,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  letter,  a block  of  6 one-bedroom  flats 
is  under  construction  for  our  elderly  inhabitants .

Section  F deals  with  the  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases.  220  cases  were  notified,  of  which  204  were  measles  and  only  1 of 
tuberculosis . 

Dr.  C.  M.  Smith,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  very  kindly 
supplied  the  figures  relating  to  vaccinations  and  immunisations. 

In  conculsion,  I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Borman  for  his  report  and  help,  and 
express  to  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
and  encouragement  given  to  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

Finally,  I must  mention  my  gratitude  to  Miss  Langley,  who  with  infinite 
patience  and  tact  has  assisted  me  in  compiling  this,  my  first  Annual  Report.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year  1959 
was  4,360,  20  more  than  the  1958  mid-year  estimate.  The  population  at 
the  1951  census  was  4,112,  so  that  the  total  estimated  increase  is  248. 
The  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  between  about  20 
and  30  every  year,  and  from  1st  January,  1951  amounted  to  222,  so  some 
migration  into  the  area  must  have  taken  place. 


2.  BIRTHS 

In  1959  there  were  66  registered  live  births,  only  one  of  which  was 
illegitimate.  The  crude  birth  rate  is  thus  15.14  per  1,000  population. 
The  Registrar  General  issues  what  is  called  a Comparability  Factor  every 
year  to  each  District.'  By  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  this  factor, 
1.01,  the  adjusted  birth  rate  is  determined  - 15.29  per  1,000  population, 
and  can  be  compared  with  the  provisional  figure  of  16.5  per  1,000 
population  for  England  and  Males  as  a whole  in  1959. 


3.  DEATHS 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1959  was  40,  os  in  1958 
giving  a crude  death  rote  of  9.17  per  1,000  population.  Again  a 
comparability  factor  is  issued  - 1,04,  and  multiplying  the  two,  gives 
the  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.54  per  1:,000  population.  This  corrected 
death  rate  is  the  rate  which,  it  is  assumed,  would  be  arrived  at  if  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  of  Burton  Latimer  was  the 
some  as  that  of  England  and  Woles.  The  rote  9.54  per  1,000  population 
is  lower  than  the  provisional  death  rate  for  1959  of  11.6  per  1,000 
population  for  England  and  Wales  os  a whole.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES . 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  services 
the  Council  is  directly  responsible,, 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health 
and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services  under  Part  III 
of  the  1946  Notional  Health  Service  Act. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and  the  Department  of  Pathology 
at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE . 

This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible. 
The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  performs  this  function  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  for  all  patients  excepting  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES . 

These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  ore  all 
highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The 
Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more 
valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or 
confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  houses,  so  that  they 
can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE . 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  in  every  month  at  the 
Baptist  Church,  Meeting  Lane.  A Medical  Officer  attends  one  of  these  sessions. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION . 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  and 
vaccination  against  smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children 
con  also  be  given  B.C.G,  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is 
done  through  the  School  Health  Service.

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE  COMMITTEE , 

This  was  formed  in  1952,  with  representatives  of  the  Council  and  local 
organisations,  and  is  responsible  for  the  Darby  & Joan  Club.  With  a membership 
of  over  120  old  folks,  this  club  caters  for  about  a quarter  of  the  over  65 ’s  in 
the  town.  It  meets  weekly,  and  the  more  infirm  members  ore  collected  by  'bus. 

Outings  and  film  shows  have  token  place  during  the  year.  Some  members 
participated  in  the  County  Holiday  Scheme,  visiting  Clacton,  others  went  elsewhere 
at  a comparable  cost, 

TUBERCULOSIS  C/HE  COMMITTEE . 

This  voluntary  committee  continues  to  do  valuable  work  in  raising  money 
to  provide  dietary  supplements  and  grants  to  patients.  The  successful  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  requires  prolonged  convalescence  and.  freedom  from  worry,  so 
this  help  must  go  a long  way  in  ensuring  eventual  full  recovery 

Recently  the  committee  has  decided  to  widen  its  field  of  work  to  include 
people  suffering  from  Chest  and  Heart  disorders.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The -water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  was  taken  over  by  the  Mid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Baard  in  1950, 

Despite  the  national  drought  experienced  in  1959 5 there  were  no 
restrictions  imposed  on  the  use  of  water,  and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year. 


The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the 
following  information 

The  supply  to  burton  La  uimer  now  comes  from  the  Pitsford  Reservoir  and  is 
softened. 

During  1959,  6l  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  Pitsford  raw 
water,  6 3 of  the  sedimented  water  and  264  of  the  final  filtered  -water 
leaving  the  works. 

In  addition,  17  examinations  were  made  of  the  water  drawn  from  taps  in 
Burton  Latimer  itself.  All  these  samples  were  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  contamination  in  Burton  Latimer  during  the  year  and  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

There  are  1,506. houses  in  the  Urban  District,  nearly  all  of  which  haue  the 
town  supply  piped  into  the  house.  Only  35  inhabited  houses  are  supplied 
from  a stand  pipe  in  the  yard  compared  with  108  in  1958,  and  of  this" 35, 

30  are  scheduled  for  eventual  demolition  under  the  slum  clearance  scheme. 

4 houses  in  the  town  are  supplied  from  a pump  (bacteriological  examinations 
of  water . samples  from  this  pump,  have  been  made  and  found  to  be  satisfactory), 
plus  11  isolated  houses  and  farms  outside  the  urban  perimeter 0 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAC-E 

The  town's  sewerage  system  was  connected  to  the  Kettering  Corporation 
Sewage  Works  in  1948. 

No  sewer  extension  has  been  carried  out  during  the 'year. 

almost  all . the  houses  in  the  District  are  connected  to  the  sewer  with 
the  following  exceptions;  . one  house  in  Church  Street,  one  in  Cranford  Road, 
two  m Higharn  Rood,  a few  isolated  farm  houses  and  six  in  Bridle  Road.  The 
sewer  will  be  extended  from  the  Finedon  Road  Estate  in  i960  and  the  Bridle  Road 
houses  will  then  be  connected  to  it. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A 10  Cubic  yard  Karrier  C.K.3  is  used  for  refuse  collection  and 
refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  house. 

The  refuse  tip  is  at  Buccleuch  Farm  about  a mile  south-east  of  the 
town.  It  consists  of  old  ironstone  workings  and  there  is  ample  capacity  for 
many  years. 

Rot  treatment  is  carried  out  regularly. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 . 

Fifty-nine  treatments  have  been  carried  out  in  private  houses  and 
three  on  business  premises  during  the  year. 

Six  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  refuse  tip  during  the  year. 

The  sewers  were  treated  with  zinc  phosphide  in  July,,  and,  owing  to 
the  illness  of  the  Rodent  Operator,,  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  the 
December  treatment  until  January  i960.' 


MORTUARY 

There  is  a stone-built  bier  house  at  the  Old  Cemetery  which  is  used 
as  a,  mortuary  when  required. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

There  are  fifteen  factories  in  the  District  Routine  inspections 
were  mode  and  no  defects  were  found 

There  were  56  outworkers  living  in  Burton  Latimer  in  February  1959 
and  44  in  August  1959 , all  engaged  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  Routine 
inspections  were  carried  out. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937 
are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 
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SECTION  D 


HOUSING 


Four  bungalows  and  one  house  were  completed  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year. 

The  Council  started  to  build  again  during  the  year,  not  having  done 
any  building  for  nearly  three  years.  The  erection  of  six  two-bedroom  houses 
was  commenced,  and  were  tenanted  by  January  I960.  A block  of  six  one-bedroom 
flats  was  also  under  construction. 

Twelve  discretionary  grants  and  eleven  standard  grants  were 'made 
during  the  year.

Old  People's  Bungalows 

The  Council  has  built  sixteen  old  people's  bungalows,  comprising  living 
room,  bedroom,  kitchen  and  bathroom  and  these  are  very  popular. 

It  is  proposed  in  I960  to  cr^ct  twenty- two  old  people's  bungalows,  to 
the  sane  plan,  in  Bakehouse  Lane. 

There  is  at  present  a block  of  six  one-bedroom  flats  in  course  of 
erection  for  elderly  people. 
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Caravans 


There  are  37  caravans  in  the  District,  The  sites  have  flush  W.C.'s 
and  piped  water  supply , and  three  sites  have  concrete  paths  and  washhouses. 

Although  not  the  ideal  dwelling  in  which  to  establish  a permanent 
residence  where  there  are  several  children,  caravans  do  at  least  provide  a hone 
with  pride  of  possession  and  enable  people  to  avoid  living  in  lodgings  or  with 
relatives.  They  are  also  especially  useful  in  that  a family  can  remain  as  a 
unit  when  a nan's  occupation  involves? frequent  moves  about  the  country.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  District.  This  has  not  been  used 
since  24th  February  1958  and  is  only  licensed  to  31st  December  1959. 

Two  pigs  were  killed  and  inspected  on  a farm  in  the  District  during  the 
year.  No  disease  was  found.

No  ice-creon  is  manufactured  in  the  District. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

This  District  is  now  a Designated  Area  and  all  milk  sold  must  be  pasteurised 
sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 

One  dairy  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

Two  licences  were  issued  for  pasteurised  and  tuberculin  tested  and  three  for 
pasteurised  and  sterilised.  Three  supplementary  licences  were  issued  authorising 
the  use  of  the  special  designations,  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  and  sterilised 
milk  in  Burton  Latimer.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  totalled.  219,  excluding  tuberculosis, 
os  against  28  in  the  previous  year,  this  increase  being  due  to  a great  incidence 
of  measles. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  five  in  1958. 

These  patients  were  all  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

DIPHTHERIA 

The  last  cose  of  diphtheria  within  the  District  occurred  in  1946.  This 

disease  has  now  become  so  rare  that  there  is  a generation  of  young  parents  who  are 
unable  to  appreciate  the  tragic  results  which  might  ensue  in  children  who  hove  not 
been  immunised  should  virulent  diphtheria  reappear  in  the  community.  It  is 
imperative  that  the  maximum  number  possible  should  be  immunised  in  infancy,  and 
it  is  desirable  that  older  children  should  be  maintained  in  a state  of  active 
immunity  by  means  of  reinforcement  injections.

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WHOOPING  COUGH 


No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  Throughout  the  country  this 
disease  is  steadily  declining.  The  efficiency  of  whooping  cough  vaccine  is  well 
recognised  and  a combined  vaccine  protecting  against  both  whooping  cough  and 
diphtheria  is  now  widely  used. 

PNEUMONIA 

Five  cases  of  pneumonia  occurred,  compared  with  fourteen  cases  in  the 
previous  year. 

MEASLES 


Two-hundred-and-four  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  1959 , compared 
with  two  in  1958.  It  is  characteristic  of  measles  that  it  assumes  epidemic 
proportions  on  alternate  years.  The  first  patient  was  reported  in  July,  and 
there  was  a peak  incidence  in  November  of  139  notifications. 

A block  graph  is  included  in  the  report,  which  shows  the  weekly  notifica- 
tions from  the  start  to  finish  of  the  outbreak.
